EVOLVING PLANET 


THE FIELD MUSEUM ENJOYED AN OUTSTANDING YEAR IN 2006. 


THE PUBLIC MUSEUM Our attendance was over 2.1 million —the high- 
est in recent years and 60 percent higher than 2005. Temporary exhibitions 
such as Pompeii: Stories from an Eruption, Tutankhamum and the Golden 
Age of the Pharaohs, The Auschwitz Album: The Story of a Transport, and 
the opening of our permanent exhibition on evolution, Evolving Planet, 


made the Museum a destination. 


As we design exhibitions, we recognize that people think and learn in 
many different ways, or through what Harvard Professor Howard Gardner 
calls “multiple intelligences.” These exhibitions now contain more arti- 
facts and specimens, dioramas, hands-on activities, videos and animations, 
artists’ renderings, and audio components geared to communicate com- 
plex messages succinctly and clearly while accommodating a wide variety 


of learning styles. 


CONSTRUCTION We completed the Collections Resource Center and the 
John G. Searle Herbarium. We started renovating the A. Montgomery 
Ward Lecture Hall and began building The McCormick Tribune Halls of 


The Ancient Americas and The Crown Family PlayLab. 


SCIENCE Over the past decade, we have increased the number of scien- 
tific positions by more than 30 percent. We use cutting-edge technologies 
to build on past knowledge or to refute earlier ideas. Breakthroughs such 
as finding archaeological sites with ground penetrating radar and map- 
ping “family trees” of organisms with DNA analysis would not have been 
possible just a few years ago. Our Collections and Research scientists 
published over 250 books, articles, and papers in 2006; their work was 
featured in Science, the Cambridge Archaeological Journal, the Journal 


of Zoology, and the Journal of Mammalogy, to name just a few. 


Our Division of Environment, Culture, and Conservation (ECCo) continued 
working to preserve endangered areas of South America and now, with 
local partners, has succeeded in conserving over 35,000 square miles of 
forest in the Andes and Amazon. With support from ECCo, the Chicago 
Cultural Alliance fostered understanding among the city’s diverse ethnic 
groups and is building a relationship with Chicago Wilderness in order to 


enhance local conservation efforts. 


FINANCIAL PERFORMANCE We realized our most profitable year ever 
with the growth of our endowment and with the unprecedented success 
of revenue generating operations such as our Museum Stores and Special 
Events Department. Our capital campaign, Understand the Past, Shape the 
Future, had raised $152 million by the end of 2006. Our goal of $176 mil- 
lion is well within reach. The proceeds of the campaign are going towards 
constructing new exhibitions, endowing our scientists and recruiting new 
scientific staff, improving and modernizing areas of our building such as 
James Simpson Theatre and the heating and cooling plant, and equipping 


the Collections Resource Center. 


GOVERNANCE We added 13 new trustees: Anthony K. Anderson, John 
R. Anderson, Susan M. Benton, Richard A. Chaifetz, Louis T. Delgado, 


Richard L. Keyser, W. James McNerney Jr., James O’Connor Jr., J. B. 
Pritzker, M. Jude Reyes, Joseph V. Tripodi, and ex-officio trustees Karen 
Z. Gray as our new Women’s Board president and Robert B. Loveman 
as our new Founders’ Council president. We look forward to a long and 
productive relationship with these leaders, whose photos you can see on 
page 28 of this report. In 2006, Charles W. Benton, Wayne E. Hedien, 
Hugo J. Melvoin, and William J. White were named life trustees and we 


thank them for their dedication and service. 


THE FUTURE We have planned an ambitious schedule of exhibitions 
opening in 2007, as well as new educational programs and expanded web 
communications. We plan to recruit more scientific staff, including four 
new curators, while deepening our relationships with area universities and 
laboratories, including the University of Chicago, University of Illinois at 


Chicago, Northwestern University, and the Argonne National Laboratory. 


Thank you for your continued support and enthusiasm.

EVOLVING PLANET 


ON MARCH 10, 2006, WE OPENED the Kenneth and Anne Griffin Halls 
of Evolving Planet, a permanent exhibition that presents the history of life 
on Earth as it has unfolded through the process of evolution. By the end 
of 2006, almost one million visitors had seen Evolving Planet, and, in an 


exit survey, 92 percent said they would return to see It again! 


Evolving Planet uses the Museum's outstanding fossil collections and a 
variety of story-telling tools to address audiences of all ages and learning 
styles. Animated videos communicate powerful scientific principles. 
A virtual aquarium brings to life strange aquatic plants and animals of 
the Cambrian Period. A life-like recreation of Lucy, the famous early 
human ancestor, represents one of science’s most important “missing 
links.” The new Elizabeth Morse Genius Hall of Dinosaurs houses authen- 
tic fossils and detailed casts. Twenty-three huge, restored murals by artist 
Charles R. Knight help visitors conceptualize the prehistoric world. 
A variety of hands-on elements in Evolving Planet provides active, tactile 
learning experiences. Throughout the exhibition, easy-to-read text panels 
explain six major extinctions that have happened since the dawn of time. 
In addition, the Evolving Planet website —the most comprehensive we’ve 


ever designed for an exhibition —serves our e-visitors. 


Working closely with our scientific staff, our Exhibitions Department 
completely developed and designed Evolving Planet over the course of five 
years. Senior Project Manager Todd Tubutis coordinated the project team. 
Richard Kissel, paleontologist and program developer, served as the con- 
tent specialist and primary scientific advisor. Exhibition developers Erica 
Kelly and Gretchen Baker organized the object list, crafted the storyline, 
and wrote the exhibition labels. Eric Frazer acted as production supervisor, 
while David Mendez supervised the fabrication of mounts for the speci- 
mens. Eric Manabat was the lead exhibition designer and David Quednau 
was the project’s senior graphic designer. Patrick Bradley developed the 
award-winning animations. Specialists in lighting, interactives, replication, 
and audio-visual production also contributed their expertise. More than 


100 Exhibitions Department staff worked on Evolving Planet. 
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All of Evolving Planet’s 1,300 original specimens come from our collec- 


tions. In video presentations, Field Museum scientists explain what we’re

missing link” that’s in Evolving Planet. 
John Bolt studies the Origin and evolution of tetrapods —four-limbed 
vertebrates, a category that includes humans. Scott Lidgard studies 
interactions between organisms and their environments; his work focuses 
on bryozoans, marine invertebrates that live on the bottom of the sea. 
Janet Voight studies octopuses and cephalopod mollusks —little-known 
and rarely observed animals; she is also interested in invertebrates that 


live near deep-sea thermal vents. Peter Wagner studies snails (gastropods), 


one of the most successful and diverse animal groups. 


Gregor Mendel: Planting the Seeds of Genetics complemented Evolving 
Planet by broadening People’s understanding of genetics. Mendel, known 


as the Father of Genetics, was an Augustinian friar who experimented with 


pea plants in the mid-19th century; in the process, he derived the basic 


laws of heredity and laid the foundation for modern evolutionary biology. 
The exhibition, developed by The Field Museum, featured 100 objects, 
including Mendel’s botanical specimens, scientific instruments, corre- 
spondence, and books. Videos highlighted the work of Shannon Hackett, 
PhD, and Kevin Feldheim, PhD, two of the many Museum scientists who 


conduct genetics-based research in our Pritzker Laboratory for Molecular 
Systematics and Evolution. 
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IMPRESSIONS OF TSAVO TUTANKHAMUN

Tutankhamun and the Golden Age of the Pharaohs marked the third time 
the Museum has hosted an exhibition of artifacts from the “boy king.” 
David Foster, Temporary Exhibitions Director, worked closely on the exhi- 


bition that spanned 250 years and marked the pinnacle of ancient Egypt’s 


culture, wealth, and imperial power. The exhibition featured more than 


130 artifacts excavated from Tut’s tomb and other royal tombs. Thanks to 


modern technology, visitors could see a virtual autopsy of Tut’s mummy 


and a bust showing what he might have looked like. Tutankhamun drew 


over one million visitors. 
Other outstanding exhibitions in 2006 included Pompeii: Stories from an 


Eruption, Dinosaur Dynasty: Discoveries from China, The Auschwitz Album: 


The Story of a Transport, Transforming Tradition: Pottery from Mata Ortiz, 


from the Lois Damkroger Collection, Jungles, Cheyenne Visions, Impres- 


sions of Tsavo, and Eskimo and Inuit Carvings: Collecting Art from the 


Arctic, featuring items from the Van Zelst Family Collection. The Director 


of the Museum’s Exhibition Department is Robin Groesbeck.

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SHORTNOSE STURGEON 


COLLECTIONS-BASED RESEARCH has been the core scientific mission 
of The Field Museum since its founding in 1894. Our collections grow at 
the rate of 150,000 new specimens and objects per year and currently 
number nearly 24 million objects curated by the Departments of Anthro- 


pology, Botany, Geology, and Zoology. 


In 2006, Field Museum scientists continued to conduct research to aug- 
ment the global knowledge base of the biological, geological and social 


sciences. Here are a few whose contributions were outstanding: 


Neil Shubin, PhD, was named Provost in 2006. Dr. Shubin is also a paleon- 
tologist and the Associate Dean for Organismal Biology and Evolutionary 
Biology, and the Robert R. Bensley Professor at the University of Chicago, 
and thus brings a unique perspective to his work. He has found new fossils 
that change the way we think about many of the key transitions in evolution. 
In 2006, Dr. Shubin made headlines around the world with the announce- 
ment in the journal Nature of the discovery of Tiktaalik roseae, a 375- 
million-year-old fish with primitive legs. Found in Canada, 600 miles 
from the North Pole, Tiktaalik provides clear evidence that fishes are the 


ancestors of the first four-limbed vertebrates. 


Lance Grande, PhD, Senior Vice President and Head of Collections and 
Research, and Eric Hilton, PhD, Postdoctoral Fellow, Department of 
Geology, have been working on a series of collaborative projects focusing on 
fossil and living sturgeons. The two scientists are generating much new, 
detailed information about sturgeon anatomy and evolution, including 


the description of a new primitive species, Psammorhynchus longipinnis 


from the Late Cretaceous (78 million years ago) of Montana. The fossil 
sturgeon they described was extremely well preserved and was found in 


the abdominal region of a hadrosaurian dinosaur.

pology, spearheaded a team that used high-tech tools to analyze the 
Museum’s celebrated “Magdalenian Girl.’” The team concluded that the 
hominid was a woman of about 30 when she died. Her unerupted wisdom 
teeth had led previous researchers to believe she was much younger. 
Dr. Martin also garnered worldwide media attention by debating about 
the purported new dwarf hominid species from the Indonesian island of 
Flores (dubbed “the Hobbitt”). In the journal Science and in the Ana- 
tomical Record, he and his collaborators argued that the skeleton was not 
that of a new species, but a modern human who suffered from a condition 


known as microcephaly. 


Bill Stanley, Negaunee Collection Manager of Mammals, Department of 
Zoology, was part of an international team that discovered a new genus of 
monkey in Tanzania. DNA analysis placed the monkey close to baboons on 
the primate family tree, but Stanley compared the monkey’s skull to spec- 
imens in our Barbara E. and Roger 0. Brown Primate Collection and found 
that it lacked key baboon-like characteristics. Stanley and his colleagues 
concluded the monkey represented a new genus, Rungwecebus, named 
after the mountain where it was found. The finding was published by the 


journal Science in its online Science Express. 
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Lawrence Heaney, PhD, Curator and Head, Division of Mammals, Depart- 
ment of Zoology, co-authored a study published in the Journal of 
Mammalogy, documenting an unusual new species of dwarf water buffalo, WESTNEAT 
now extinct. The new species, named Bubalus cebuensis, would have stood 
only about 30 inches at the shoulder and weighed about 350 pounds. 
Dr. Heaney described the dwarf water buffalo from fossilized bones found 


in the Philippines. On islands where there is limited food and a small 


population, large mammals often evolve to a much smaller 
size. The discovery is the first well-supported example of 


“island dwarfing” among cattle and their relatives. 


Mark Westneat, PhD, was recently promoted to Curator, 
Division of Fishes, Department of Zoology. Dr. Westneat 


studies biomechanics—the engineering design of organ- 


isms—and uses computer models and videotapes of fish DUNKLEOSTEUS TERRELLI RENDERING 
to learn how their “construction” helps them swim and capture prey. 
He and his colleagues made headlines in 2006 with a paper in Biology 
Letters on the jaw strength of Dunkleosteus terrelli, a huge armour-plated 
predatory fish that lived 400 million years ago. They concluded that the 
fish had a bite force of 8,000 pounds per square inch —able to go through 


bone, or in Dr. Westneat’s words, “like a hot knife through butter.” 


Richard Ree, PhD, Assistant Curator, Department of Botany, continued 
researching plant diversity and evolution in the eastern Himalaya, with 
grants from the National Science Foundation and the MacArthur Foun- 
dation. Dr. Ree also continued to develop new methods for historical 
biogeography and participated in multiple collaborations at the National 
Evolutionary Synthesis Center at Duke University. Developing capacity 
for biodiversity informatics at The Field Museum was an active pursuit 
for Dr. Ree in 2006, and included his giving a “tech talk” at Google, Inc., 


to increase interest in biodiversity among the company’s engineers.

Thorsten Lumbsch, PhD, Associate Curator, Department of Botany, 
specializes in the study of lichens, a group of organisms involving a sym- 
biotic relationship between fungi and algae. In 2006, he co-authored a 
paper on the family tree of fungi that appeared in the journal Nature; 
it resulted from his work as part of an international team that studied 
nearly 200 species of fungi. Part of the National Science Foundation’s 
Assembling the Tree of Life project, the paper describes how fungi adapt- 
ed to life on land, and expands scientific knowledge that could have future 


implications for medicine, agriculture, and conservation. 


Anne Underhill, PhD, Boone Associate Curator, Asian Anthropology, 
Department of Anthropology, continued researching cultural change 
during the late Neolithic and early Bronze Age periods of the Rizhao 
area in Shandong Province, China, with her Shandong University-Field 
Museum team. The team’s archaeological survey was supported in part

civilization to arise in the New World, dating to 3100 BC. His research in 


Peru is supported by the National Geographic Society and the National 


Science Foundation. 


Sushma Reddy, PhD, is a Postdoctoral Fellow, Department of Zoology, 
working on the international collaborative effort called “Early Bird,” a 
National Science Foundation-funded project aimed at resolving the evo- 
lutionary tree of life for all major lineages of birds. In 2006, she became 
the first Bucksbaum Young Scientist, funded by a gift from the Matthew 
and Kay Bucksbaum family to help the Museum train the next generation 
of scientists. Dr. Reddy, an expert on the systematics and biogeography 
of Asian birds, has been analyzing a massive set of DNA data for Early 


Bird, and the Bucksbaum gift helps maintain the effort.

CREATING A GARDEN 
ON A VACANT LOT IN CHICAGO 


THE CENTRAL GOAL OF OUR Division of Environment, Culture, and 
Conservation (ECCo) is to attain lasting conservation of diverse biological 
and cultural landscapes. The work of ECCo is constantly evolving as our 
team works alongside local stakeholders with the ultimate goal of handing 
over to them primary responsibilities and decision making duties. After 
transferring responsibitity, ECCo remains engaged in these partnerships, 
complementing and reinforcing the capacities of the new leaders who 


are preserving their environments and enriching their communities. 


At the close of 2006, ECCo had successfully transferred responsibilities 
in three important partnerships. One is right in our own backyard—the 
Chicago Cultural Alliance. Two are in the endangered Andean foothills 
of South America: Cordillera Azul, Peru—a spectacular tract of Andean 
foothill forest, and Serranias Cofan and adjacent lowlands in Ecuador, 
where the world’s most diverse mountain range rises out of the richest 


lowland forest on Earth. 


The Chicago Cultural Alliance (CCA) grew from the success of Cultural

diversity. The alliance will provide valuable services, programs, and part- 
nerships that help build healthier and stronger ethnic museums and 
cultural centers, increasing their capacity to fulfill their unique missions 


and effect social change. 


ECCo is now working to build a link between the CCA and Chicago Wilder- 
ness, a growing consortium of over 200 members that was launched at 
The Field Museum in 1996. Through this connection, ECCo hopes to bring

THE WORK OF THE FIELD MUSEUM’S Education Department has 
always been at the heart of our mission. In 2006, the department offered 
almost 4,000 public programs—from adult lectures, to family workshops, 
to storytelling for young children—and served over 690,000 people, 
including 255,000 students and their teachers who visited the Museum 


on school field trips. 


Since 1990, one of our most successful public programs has been Dozin’ 
with the Dinos —an overnight adventure that includes family activities, 
tours, and performances. Guests explore ancient Egypt by flashlight, 
learn more about Sue the T. rex, and prowl an African savannah with 
man-eating lions. Then they spread their sleeping bags in some of our 


most popular exhibitions. 


Our educators have also been tackling new and exciting challenges. In 2006, 
the department began work on the High School Transformation Project to 
help improve student achievement and graduation rates at Chicago Public 
Schools (CPS). Partnering with the Illinois Institute of Technology, the 
Museum is working with CPS high schools to implement inquiry-based 
biology, chemistry, and physics curricula. Each of the new curricula 
includes links to Museum resources such as exhibitions, programs, and 
materials; teachers receive training from Museum scientists and education 
staff on the use of these resources to reinforce classroom learning. The 
Field is the only museum involved in this three-year project which has 
received widespread attention, with educators and school reformers across 
the country closely watching its results. By taking part in the High School 
Transformation Project, the Museum is participating in urban school 


reform while helping expand our reach to diverse Chicago communities.

THE MUSEUM’S OPERATING BUDGET 


The actual operating budget performance was strong in 2006 with a budget surplus of $7.9 million, which was 
an increase of $4.5 million from the $3.4 million budget surplus in 2005, Operating budget revenue (see above) 
increased to $65.9 million from $59.9 million in 2005, an increase of 10 percent. The budget revenue increase 
was due to an outstanding temporary exhibitions program that included Pompeii: Stories from an Eruption and 
Tutankhamun and the Golden Age of the Pharaohs. Additionally, Business Enterprises had a very successful 
program in 2006 that generated gross sales of $16.3 million, an increase of $6.0 million, or 58 percent, from 2005. 


With inclusion of restricted and special purpose net assets, total revenue and other support was $70.3 million, 


up 8 percent from $64.8 million in 2005. 


Operating budget expenditures in 2006 (see above) were $62.4 million, an increase of $997,000 or 2 percent over 
2005. Included in that amount was an increase of $1.2 million spending by Business Enterprises to support the in- 
crease in gross sales. Business Enterprises expenditures in 2006 were $7.6 million compared to $6.4 million in 2005. 
On a Generally Accepted Accounting Principles (GAAP) basis, however, the unrestricted operating performance 
was negative with expenditures exceeding revenue and other support by $1.6 million. Although negative, the 2006 


GAAP performance was improved from 2005, which showed a negative $5.4 million change in unrestricted net

The ia deficit 
in both years was due in part to depreciation expense ($9.2 ibaa in 2006 
and $7.5 million in 2005), which is not included in the operating ee 
expenditures. Depreciation increased in part because the Collections 


Resource Center was placed in service-in 2006. 


CHANGE IN NET ASSETS 


The Museum’s balance sheet also reflected the strong financial perfor- 
mance of 2006 (see left). Net assets increased by 13 percent to beret 
million in 2006 from $371.0 million at the end of 2005. The $318.9 million 
of unrestricted net assets represented the majority of total in assets, 
while $53.0 million were temporarily restricted, and $45.6 million wit 
permanently restricted. This compares to $281.2 million of unrestricted 
net assets, $49.8 million of temporarily restricted net assets, and $40.0 


million of permanently restricted net assets in 2005. 


Total assets increased from $577.9 million in 2005 to wig million or 
an increase of 9 percent as of Dec. 31, 2006. The increase " 0 a a

The financial performance for the Museum during 2006 was robust.
